The sermatlon of the book publishing 


Reason in Kiiglaixl wan Ihe iippesmince 
in March of "The Cur«» of Central Af 
rica." which is the latest contribution 
to the sickening history of tin1 Kongo 
Free State, whereof Leopold, king of 
the Holgians. is the autocratic •sover- 
eign, says a London cable dispatch to 
the Chicago Tribune. 


Before the book appeared, it i« stated 


in the introduction, the Free State ad- 
ministration applied to Kn«land for a 
legal injunction prohibiting it. 
The 


preliminaries for a libel action also 
were taken in bHialf of Ihrec ollicials 
whose name's appeared in certain proof 
sheets seni lo th" Free State company. 
The names subsequently were omitted 
from the book, and the book then ap- 
peared in March. Almost immediately 
the rumor came from IJrussels that 
Leopold was protesting to the English 
authorities. 


Whatever is the truth, the fact is 


that a recent attempt to purchase a 
copy resulted in the discovery that the 
book has been withdrawn from sale. 
This may be only temporary. The au- 
thors of the book are Captain Guy Bar- 
rows, who resigned his commission in 
the Seventh hussars to take service 
with the Free State company, to which 
H. M. Stanley had recommended him, 
and Edgar Caniseii«, who also for sev- 
eral years was in the company's serv- 
ice. 


The authors declare that they have 


absolute proof of everything in the 
book anrl also much that is not printed, 
because it is too horrible for a book in- 
tended for general circulation. 
What 


is in the book, however, is sufficiently 
horrible and revolting. It appears that 
the natives have only been delivered 
from the Arab slave raiders to become 
the slaves of the Free State company, 
and stories of cruelties practiced by its 
officials are told equaling and surpass- 
ing the ghas\y tales from Armenia 
and Bulgaria.
